F eeling in th e R o n a n C atholic Com­ 
m unity on th e A ppointm ent of B ish ­ 
op H eios to he th e A rchbishop's 
Coadjutor. 
M ilw au k ee, March IO—The confirma­ 
tion of Rt. Rev. Michael Ueiss, bishop of 
La Crosse, as coadjutor to Archbishop 
Benni, with the right of succession, meets 
with pretty general favor here in Catholic 
circles, although it had been anticipated 
and hoped, and especially in Irish Catholic 
circles, that Bishop Spalding, of Peoria, 
Illinois, woald be appointed by Pope 
Leo. One objection that is taken to 
Bishop 
H em 
is 
his 
advanced 
age. In German Catholic circles great joy 
is manifested at tho appointment. 
It is 
also understood that the selection of Bish­ 
op Hem was the direct personal wish of 
Archbishop Henni himself. The coadjutor 
is well known in this city and throughout 
the entire diocese. He was formerly pas­ 
tor of St Mary's church, in this city, and 
has always been a confident and adviser of 
the archbishop. In fact Bishop Heiss and 
Archbishop Henni entered the ministry to* 
aether, and ever since have been warm 
personal friends. During the archbishop^ 
recent indisposition, Bishop Hem has fil­ 
led all the appointments in this diocose, 
and last Saturday directed the consecra­ 
tion of St Francis' Seminary* In general 
the appointment may be said to give great 
satisfaction in German Catholic circles 
and to have created some disappointment 
among the E ngllsh speaking Catholics.

THE CLOSING OF THE 
LEGISLA­ 
TURE. 
The thirty-third annual session ot the 
Legislature closed to day (Wednesday.) 
having been in session (sixty-three days. 
The session has been seven days longer 
than the one last year, and twelve days 
shorter than the session of 1878. 
There 
has been a great deal of legislation gore 
through with, but no very important meat- 
ures have been pissed. 
The Legislature 
of 1880 has beeo,quite a conservative o n e - 
one of fair ability, and if its action4lacks 
important results, it wiU be found that it 
aas done no particular harm. As a mat er 
of coarse, a great many sections -of the re­ 
vised statutes have been amended, but we 
believe no radical change has been made. 
The State tax budget for 1880, as passed 
by the Legislature, foots up $453,000, 
against only $348,000 in 1879. The cause 
of this seemingly large increase, is that 
the Legislature was called upon to make 
unexpected appropriations, which amount 
to $205,000. The burning ot the*Delavan 
institute last September, occasioned an ap­ 
propriation of $84,000; 
the Milwaukee 
county Insane asylum, $75,000 more ; and 
lhe Milwaukee Industrial 
School for 
Girls, 
$15,000. 
The 
expense 
of 
managing the insane hospital has been in­ 
creased some $50,000 over the amount 
estimated. These important items were 
put in the budget of this year, and 
have swelled the amount of the State tax 
to nearly twice the amount of 1879. 
Among the bills passed which deserve 
special notice, is the one regarding the 
keeping of the insane in counties. The 
new law provides that while each county 
has to pay $1 50 per week for each of its 
inmates in the State hospital, the State will 
pay the counties $1.50 per week for each 
inmate they properly maintain in their 
county asylums. There are, however, only 
a few coonties in the State that have an 
asylum which meets the requirements of 
the law. Rock county, and most of the 
Southern counties in the State, are among 
the number. 


KEARNEY’S SENTENCE. 


D ennis (joes to th e H ouse of C orrec­ 
tion fo r Mix M onths. 


San F rancisco, March IC—The Police 
Judge 
this morning sentence 
Dennis 
Kearney to six months' imprisonment in 
the House of Correction aod to pay a fine 
$1,000. The magnitude of the sentence 
was a surprise to Kearney, who expected 
a nominal punishment. It is probable that 
he will take the case to 
the Supreme 
Court on a writ of habeas corpus. 
In pissing sentence on Kearney the 
Jo Jge said it was not his duty to punish 
the prisoner for similar offenses in the past 
but to confine himself strictly to the con­ 
sideration of the present case. He would 
p a s s judgment, without prejudice, feeling, 
or vindictiveness, but the sentence imposed 
woald indicate his estimate ot tho gravity 
of the offense. He then passed sentence as 
before stated. 
Kearney received his sentence In silence 
but his features expressed the utmost sur­ 
prise and indignation. He hsd previously 
stated that he had expected to get off with 
a floe of $20 or thereabouts, aod, after 
leaving the coutt-room, he freely express­ 
ed bis anger and chagrin, denouncing the 
penalty as outrageous, and claiming that 
he would beat it probably. 
In expectation of a nom in *1 sentence his 
counsel neglected to demand a jury trial, 
and having no recourse in that direction 
at once flied an appeal to the Supreme 
Court, furnishing bonds in the sum of 
$3,000. 
On the streets many expressions of grat­ 
ification at Judge Rives* action are heard 
on all sides.

Tilden’s fate in this 
Slate will depend largely upon the result. 
Tilden delegates to the Slate Convention 
will probably be appointed, though the 
friends ot Wallace say that this action will 
lead to a split in the Committee* 
Anli- 
Tilden delegates were appointed In Fay* 
ette County to-day. 


MILWAUKEE REGISTRY* 


H ew th e R epublicans s to le a M arch 
on th e D em ocrats. 
Milwaukee, March IG—The registry 
boards to receive the registration of voters 
for the spring election, began their two- 
days’session this evening. The Repub­ 
licans have treated their Democratic 
friends to a great surprise, and in a way 
that insures the municipal election to the 
Republicans by a large majority. 
The 
registry law, as it now prevails in Wiscon­ 
sin, permits the registration of voters by 
names 
alone 
at 
the 
first 
session 
of 
the 
board, but 
thereafter 
the 
registration can only be made by the in­ 
dividual in person; and a registration must 
be made in order for a citizen to vole— 
the test case before the supreme court has 
not yet been decided. The hip-lock that 
the Republicans have succeeded in getting 
consists, of their presenting to-day, a list 
of names aggregating over two thousand 
persons, all of which were duly enrolled 
and are Republicans. 
The Republican 
committee has been at work for about 
three months perfecting their registry, 
while the Democrats have not only been 
idle the matter, but actually forgot all about 
it or failed to appreciate the necessity of 
labor in that direction. Inasmuch as the 
board adjourns tc-morrow and subsequent 
registration must be done lo person, there 
is no likelihood that the Democrats will 
be able to poll anything like a full vote. 
Tnis afternoon the Republicans are wild 
with delight at outgeneraling their oppo­ 
nents, and the really decisive blow in the 
appioaching spring election in Milwaukee 
may be said to have been struck by the 
Republicans to*day, and the contest may 
be considered practically ended. Post­ 
master Henry C. Poy ne, who bas planned 
the work accomplished, is receiving con 
gratuiations from his fellow politicians.

To lh* Editor. 
On returning to the city to-day my at­ 
tention was called to an article rn your 
paper of the fifteenth, reflecting upon my 
official act In recommending tho postpone­ 
ment of the bill for a Municipal Court in 
the county. 
The idea of a Municipal 
Court originated or first took form in the 
Board of Supervisors, who passed a resolu­ 
tion by a bare majority of two, requesting 
their representatives in the|Legislature to 
procure the passage of an act establishing 
such a Court. A bill for that purpose was 
forwarded by the Clerk of the board to 
Assemblyman Lord, who introduced it 
into the Assembly on the 4th day of Feb­ 
ruary. The provission of the bill being 
published in the city papers met with al­ 
most unanimous disapproval, as calculated 
to increase rather than dimmish oar court 
expenses, and the idea of its passage was 
consequently abandoned. A new bill was 
then drawn by some of the attorneys o* 
Janesville, bat was not perfected till Mon­ 
day of the last week of the session. It 
was immediately considered by the delega­ 
tion, aided by several prominent citizens 
who were at 
Madison 
at the 
time* 
and as it proposed the establishment of an 
entirely different court from that asked for 
by the Board of Supervisors, the delega­ 
tion and the citizens present decided that 
it woald be unwise to report it, and the 
project of passing any bill relating to the 
matter at this session was regarded as 
abandoned. 


Subsequently oar representatives in the 
Assembly, thinking themselves instructed 
to pass some bill of the kind without con­ 
sultation with me, made some radical 
changes in the original bill, seat them by 
the clerk of the Board of Supervisors and 
decided to pass it to a law. 
Hearing of 
this I immediately procured a copy of the 
amended bill and as time did not permit of 
its being published, submitted its provis­ 
ions to the District Attorney and such 
other lawyers as the exceedingly limited 
time allowed me to consult, and was ad­ 
vised by one and all that the bill was "en 
tirely too crude and imperfect to carry out 
the wishes of the Board of Supervisors.” 
Th a bill was passed through the Assembly 
under suspension of the rules on Thursday, 
and on Friday sent to the Senate* On the 
following day all business ot the session 
was practically clos id, thus giving no time 
for any expression of opinion from the 
members of the Board of Supervisors or 
the community, in regard to Its merits 
Under these circumstances, 
but two 
courses wore left open for me, either to 
impose upon the county the evil conse­ 
quences of a law condemned by its highest 
legal advisor and unindorsed by the Board 
of Supervisors or the public, or to leave 
the matter for wiser aod more deliberate 
action, by recommending its indefinite 
postponement. I did what I believed my 
duty in the matter aod am willing to abide 
the results.

KR. HANN AY’S DIAMONDS.

The announcement that Mr. Ballantine 
Hannav, of Glasgow, would describe Lis 
process of producing diamonds artificially 
attracted an unusually large gather log to 
th e weekly meeting of the Royal society 
lilt night. Mr. Hannay was not, however, 
present and the papers were read by one 
of the secretaries. Tho second paper, 
which occupied only a few minutes in 
reading, was a “Prellm inarr Note on the 
Artificial Formation oi Diamond*,” by Mr. 
H tnnay. The author mentioned th it he 
had conceived that as ga*es under great 
pressure and at high temperature dissolved 
solids, which afterward crystalize out on 
the heat and pressure being removed, pos­ 
sibly water-gas—or gas passing from Git 
liquid into the gaseous condition—might 
act thus on carbon, which might subse­ 
quently crystallize in the form of diamond!. 
In this expectation he was disappointed. All 
forms of c rbon, charcoal, lamp black, 
graphite, etc, refused to dissolve un le t 
inc condition presented to thorn.

many failures he was recommend id !•> 
Prof. Stokes to take advantage of the oh

eventually succeeded by submitting *‘a 
hydro carbon” in the pi esc nee of a m r . , 
genous compound” to immense prtt^urc 
and heat, with the result that on breaking 
open the iron tubes in which the expert 
ments were performed minute crystals*I 
diamonds, or in other words crystalized 
carbon, were found to have been unposed 
as the residuum. 'The paper was criticised 
by several fellows. No doubt was express­ 
ed as to the the perfect good faith of Mr. 
Hannay. A t the same time the attitude of 
the meeting was one of scientific skepticism 
—taking the term in a perfectly inoffensive 
meaning—until 
further 
information 
was afforded it. This Mr Hanoay prom - 
lied to supply at an early date, and to pre­ 
form Che experiments if needed before the 
society or a committee appointed by it. 
Meantime, the great trouble he had wt a to 
find vessels in which to make the experi­ 
ment, strong enough to bear the prodigi­ 
ous pressure theytwere subjected to. 
It 
also transpired that Mr Ilannay held out 
no hopes of his experiments ever being 
commercially valuable ; at present the coat 
of making about five shillings worth of the 
meanest stones exhibited being something 
Ilks £5. It is, therefore, only rich people 
Who can afford the pastime of diamond 
making.

Handredfi of carpenters were at work 
erecting temporary places of shelter, and 
repairing bridges ; men engaged at clear­ 
ing away the alhet on the sites where their 
recent dwellings had stood; women walk­ 
ed about listlessly with children on their 
backs; groups of half a dozen or more old 
men, women and children gathered round 
little wood fires tryiog to keep warmth in 
their bodies; streets rendered almost im ­ 
passable by immense heaps of ashes,broken 
tiles, and other debris; ferryboats driving 
a thriving trade where the bridges had 
been burned; the remains of large pottery 
fisctoru#—such were some of the sights to 
bo seen yesterday. So rapidly did the 
flames travel that it was with difficulty the 
streets were cleared of people before the 
houses ignited, and in so many places was 
the fire raging that they knew not which 
way to run. Anxious to save fu to n s and 
wearing apparel, the poor creatures sallied 
forth from their homes with bundles on 
their shoulders to Uy they knew not whith­ 
er. The street became blocked with the 
Bargir g masses. 
Women and children 
were trampled under foot, and many who 
fell in the crowd never rose again; little 
children were seen 
locking for their 
parents, parents looking for tiler children, 
while the air was rent with cries of rage, 
anguish and despair. 
Still they clung 
tenaciously to the few worldly pc^M iona 
they had succeeded in bringing from their 
borning homes, thereby almost completely 
bk king up the narrow streets through 
which the masses were slowly threading 
their way. At length the police inter­ 
fered end caused numbers to throw their 
bundles into the rivers, or anywhere else 
out of the way so r I to facilitate the eecape 
of the people from the frightful death 
which threatened them, and which was 
gaming on them fast. Bixty-elght streets, 
containing 11,404 holism, were burned, 
reodtriog over 40,000 people homeless. It 
is estimated that thirty people were tram­ 
pled to death lo the streets, and one hun* 
tired wounded were conveyed to the hos­ 
pital. Long before tho tire reached the 
foreign settlement the residents felt anxious 
and began to pack up. . But this appears 
to have been an almost needle s trsk, tor 
when the fire did reach them there wrs no 
one to be found to convey their goods and 
chattels away ; this w s particularly the 
case when the residence of the missionary 
ladies at No. l l ignited. Everything had 
been got ready lor flight, but had to be left 
in the house, el no coolies were to be found 
willing to undertake the task of removing 
the boxes of clothing.

legation w*»s In imminent danger for some 
tune, and Mr. Clataud’s hotel Ignited seven 
different times, bat each time the flames 
were succersfuily supprert;d. The rf si- 
dence of Bishop Williams, of the American 
Episcopal mission, was burned.

Upon receiving this, the 
Commissioner shall proceed to have exe­ 
cuted, under his supervision, all such 
necessary work or repairs, as shall os di­ 
rected by the Common Council, in each 
manner and by such means aa it may from 
time to time direct, m now provided for 
in the charter, but in no event shall said 
Commissioner incur any 
indebtedness 
otherwise than that provided for by the 
Connell. 
The Commissioner is also, when directed 
by the Court, to notify all persons liable to 
pay a poll tax, as contained in a list to be 
furnished him by the City Cleik, on or 
before the first Monday in May in each 
year, and to collect the same, or credit the 
parsons with work on the streets. When 
collected the money is to be paid in to the 
City TreMurer, and it is to be expended* 
under the direction of the Council upon 
the streets and highways. 
The Commissioner is to have control of 
alf teams and tools owned by the city, and 
employ such help as may be needed. He 
is to keep a time book of labor, and a rec - 
Ord of all his transactions, and all bills for 
services or materlrls must be certified by 
him before allowed by the Council, aud in 
no event can the Commissioner be Inter­ 
ested in or own any teams employed by 
him. 
The maximum price to be be pa id em­ 
ployes and teams shall be fixed by the 
Council, bat the Commissioner ,is to have 
the selection and control of them. The 
Commissioner is to make an annual report 
of all his doings, or oftener if required by 
the Council. 
The Council is to fix the salary or com­ 
pensation of the Commissioner at least one 
week before his nomination, and this shall 
not be increased or diminished during hi^ 
term of office.
